Sir:—ln reply to a letter written by 
the Rev. E. H. Gray, which appeared in 
The Enterprise, F-iday, March 28rd, 1

Sinee my return from the front, I haye 
addressed over 200 separate audiences 
comprising over 65,000 people. The 
reverend gentleman is the tirsyt mah to 
criticise publicly the rum ration state- 
ment which I make. 1 will not answer 
his letter in detail, .becatse, obviously, 
it is written in ignorance of the condition 
of trench warfare, even after having lis- 
tened to my spéech. 

Mr. Gray said that he felt like getting 
up in the meeting. I am more than sorry 
that he did not. If at any time he would 
like to meet me in public and debate this 
particular question, I shall be more agg 
; pleased to do so. 

1 distinctly suid that the rom eation 
was not compulsury, and was only given 
to the soldiers by the battalion doctors ab 
a medicine, In the reverend gentleman's 
letter he says, ‘‘Private Peat assures us 
that the rum ration makes the chilled 
soldier warm and feel huppy: ”? " Tnever 
used the word ‘happy.’ By using: this 
word *Happy,’ Mr. Gray infers that the 
soldier is drunk. After drinking his 
rum ration (au amount measurable by 
two teaspoonfuls), it is impossible for the 
soldier to be intoxicated. As 1 said in 
my speech, the Britiyh soldier on active 
service, who should get drunk is liable 
to court-martial and death. 

The. reverend - gentlemen writes that 
few are in a position to dispute my state- 
ments of things that I have actually seen 
and heard. . How, then, does he take ex- 
ception to my rum ration talk? Does 
Mr, Gray mean to infer that I am mak- 
ing untruthful statements? 

fam one of the greatest advocates ‘of 
prohibition myself, but. prohibition has 
nothing to do. with the rum ration. 

To back up my statements, as far as 
the issue of ‘‘Medicine’’ is concerned to

I would inform: Mr. Gray that there is 
a brother clergyman of his in Coleman, 
who acted-as my chairman when I spoke 
in that place, and who no doubt, judging 
by his remarks prior to my speech, has 
grasped the significance of trench warfare 
sufficiently to broaden his mind to the 
usefulness and necessity of rum as issued 
to the soldiers in the trenches

the oldest, most (respected and loved 
chaplains of the Canadian Army in the 
field, take his tot of rum after chipping 
the ice from his legs, the resultof a night 
standing in water, mud and blood. Doea 
Mr. Gray believe that Major the Rever- 
end John Pnngle will become a drunk- |. 
ard in the course of ‘‘tive years,” as he 
fearaT shall?

These Valuable Fur-bearers Cam Be 
f Successfully Bred ; 


While fox ranching is the most im- 
portant and best known-branch of 
domestic fur production, the rearing 
of various other valuable fur. bearers 
will. probably occupy a prominent 
place in future fur-farming develop~ 
ment, Tle experience of Mr. L- 
MacDonald, of Halifax, decuedsealies 
that mink can be successfully bred in 
captivity: . 

“In the spring of 1914, I decided 
to try if some success could not be 
attained with this highly nervous and 
delicate animal, and boughtwo. pairs 
from a rancher. As one of these had 
been injured when caught\ it died 
shortly afterwards, but after some 
difficulty 1 was able to ptrcliase an- 
other female. .In the spring of 1915 

ad fourteen live minks, but unfor- 
tunately on account of not separating 
the young of one of the families fronr 
the mother soon enough, I lost: the 
mother. In‘ the spring of 1916 I’had 
forty-six to take care of, and, profit- 
ing by my experience of the year he- 
fore, was, able 'to save all of them and 
this year, with no bad luck, I will 
probably have one’ hundred animals- 

“If their surroundings are at all na- 
tural, with the proper care in feeding 
rand a little judgment in the mating 
season, I can sce no reason why any- 
one so inclined, cannot, raise mink 
both profitably ‘and as a pastime, 

“I fing the ranch-bred mink are 
more contented and much larger*than 
the wild ones, and believe the ‘regu- 
lar feeding if conductive to better 
fur; being larger, of course, the ani- 
mal is more valuable. from every 
standpoint. 

“The dens stiould be large enovgh 
for them to play in, and as natural 
as is possible, although they are ani- 
mals that do not require any luxuries 
if their house is dry and clean.”
